many rulers were preparing to erect an archi¬
tectural monstrosity that will pra<lically strips
Ont tho City Hall J'ark as wi*ll as the old City
Hall, ls this what the people of New-York
desireT The estimated cost of the pile is
$4,000,000; which is ridiculously small, and
is doubtless given out fot the purpose of blind¬
ing the people as to the real cost of the woik
until it is at least started. The more wo learn
about the new City Hail project the less there
is to commend it.

Governor Flower gave evidence yesterday
that he is still hand in glove with Senator Hill
by reappointing Charles M. Preston as Supot-
mtendent of the Hanking Department. Mr.
Preston was first appointed by Governor Hill
in December, 1S89. Taken in connection with
some other recent appointments this action in¬
dicates Mr. Flower's intention to put none hut
anti-Cleveland Demon ats on guard in the im¬

portant offices in this State. Mr. Preston hav¬

ing dono his best to prevent the nomination
of Mr. Cleveland at Chicago, l.s not the Gov¬
ernor thus plainly inviting repiisals from the
National Administration so far as the Federal
ofliccs ia New-Vork are concerned?

PI.VNEITT AND THE SUPERYISOHS.
lt. is safe to say that from one point of view

there hasn't boen a neater, sweeter, completer
littlo bill introduced in tho Legislature this

year than ono which Senator Flunkitt has Just
proposed. Moreover, there was a peculiar pro¬
priety in his choice of a moment lor bringing
it in. it was on Monday night, just before
tho Senate proceeded to pay a tinal tribute of

respect to the memory of the late Senatair

Hagan, that Mr. Plunkitt embellished thc
calendar with this measure. It ii brief, com¬

pact and full of consolation for those to whom
it applies. It authorizes the payment of a sal¬

ary ol -$1,000 each t.> the Aldermen of this

city as a recompense fur their labors as -Super¬
visors of New-York County. Arduous labors,
of course, and responsible; delicate, too. and
altogether worthy of exemplary renumeration.
Who can doubt it? The very name of Boper-
vi.-or is suggestive of gravity and care an'l
sagacity and every other statesmanlike quality.
Let us consider, for a liniment, what the duties
of a New-York County Supervisor are.

Lveiybody knows what an Alderman of New-
York has to do: how solemn his obligations
are; how assiduous and indispensable is his

guardianship of tho colossal interests of this

imperial city ; how long his hours ave, how few
his holidays, how perilous to health hi* anxi¬
eties and labors. Hut there may be a few ill-
informed and undeserving citizens who are not

aware of the additional, special and almost in¬

tolerable burdens which are imposed upon him
when ho is serving tho community, not as an

Alderman, but as a Supervisor. It is in that
capacity that he staggers under a load which
hitherto he has been compelled to bear without
other reward than ai: approving conscienre.
lt is as Supervisor that he canvasses the votes

.the snowflakes, as tho beautiful simile of an

ingenious poet ha« described them.of his fel¬
low-citizens. Thfir responsibility for tbe Meet¬
ings of liberty ends at the ballot-boxes. His
does not cease until about eleven days after
tke election. During the lirst seven of these

lia is engaged in piayerfnl consideration of the
task before him, in chastening and purifying
his spirit, and lifting himself up to the plune
upon which alono it is fitting that such a sacred
function should be approached. The ensuing
four days are consecrated to the actual accom¬

plishment of tho work which the law has laid
upon him.

lt is impossible to exaggerate tho devotion
with which our Supervisors discharge this
solemn obligation. They oonsider every ele¬
ment in tho situation and provide foi- every con¬

tingency. They are aware that this mortal
state is uncertain, that the human frame is

frail and the intellect at best, an imperfect
instrument. Taking into account tho possi¬
bility of collapse, they decree that only three
Of their number shall bc required t<i attend at

any one time, in order that tho rest may hus¬
band and recruit their energies. Nay, more;

inasmuch as an inscrutable Providence has de¬
barred a large majority of them from the

felicity of reading tho Lnglish language sav¬

in a baiting and laborious manner, it is their
custom to sward to tho minority not thus in¬

capacitated and afllicted the distinction of com

paring the returns, thereby not only promoting
tho prompt and accurate performance of their
duty, but also bowing to tho will of Heaven
in an humble and truly pathetic manner. By
this uifoltish and altogether high-minded sci
of obedience and consecration they are enabled
to complete their labors in about four days.
wbercu*»n they lay aside without a murmur

their sublime character of Supervisor*, hitherto
unrecognized in any substantial manner by the

city treasury, and resume the complicated but
less illustrious and solemn functions of Alder¬
men at the paltry salary of *_,000 por annum.

If any citizen of Now-York can listen to this
simple recital without .shame and indignation
at thc parsimony which it excises lot him stand
forth and say so. If any member of tho Legis¬
lature can think without a pang of thoso four

days of agony and self-renunciation we hope
that he will have the moral courage to bo con¬

sistent and vote against Senator l'lunkitt's bill.
If we aie to bo forced to blush whenevor wc

look a Supervisor in the face we ought at least
to bo permitted to put the responsibility where
it belongs. _

A ROYALIST TRAVESTY.
Tho manifesto of the Count of l'aris is the

work of a marplot without talent for intrigue.
The Orleans family has not tho audacity re¬

quired for heading a revolution. It is stock
from which historians, essayists and retired
country gentlemen can bo recruited; but it
lacks thc confidence in destiny which Louis
Napoleon displayed when in Victor Hugo's
words: "France slumbering in profound se¬

curity was startled out of sleep and found a

brigand clutching her by tho thi<oat." The
voice of tho Count of l'aris in this manifesto
seems to come from a irtired alcove of his
library, where ho is preoccupied with his bioks.
Ho inveighs feebly against the demoralizing
tendencies of republican administration, and
affirms with the air of a doctrinaire that under
monarchy alone -can Franco havo strong and
stable government. Ho pledges himself and hw
son ta RSRRR no effort to place France upon
finner foundations, and warns his followers that
all political alliances must be subordinated to
tho supremo interests of monarchy. After the
exciting crises of the i'anama investigation this
labored and bombastic circular has tho effect
of political burlesque overacted by an amateur.
Il will create merriment among the Kepuh-
liecans. That is what conspirators and cahallera
can least afford to do. '

Tho Count of l'aris takes pains to associate
his son with him in the leadership of the Royal¬
ist cause, and thereby tends to confirm'thc
current rumor that ho intends to abdicate in
favor ot the Duke of Orleans. The yotinu
prince has violated tbe traditions of the Or¬
leans family by imitating the bravado and im¬
moralities of Napoleon 111. He waa imprisoned
for a short tenn for demanding the privilege
of serving in the ranks of the French Anny, and
ks was soundly lectured by Bli tbs eWerlv

Pedagogues of his house for his vulgar in¬

trigues with an actress. Fc««ibly there was

moro method in his madness than those stem

moralist* supposed. Ile may have reasoned
that a tench of melodrama in asking for his

shaie in the private Midlers1 soiipdish would
win for him tho .favor <»f Bonapartes and
Socialists; and also that he would promote
dynastic interests by displaying the weaknesses
and vices of an old-time Bourbon prince, rather
than tho staid, respectable virtues of an Or¬

ganist. He BM] bave retested that demo¬
cratic Louis Fhilippo wa* ridiculed as King
Fear even by the tradespeople who were in¬

vited to court, and that bis own father and
uncles have never been popular in France, al¬

though always accounted virtuous .md prudent.
They have not been spendthrifts ; they have
taken food care of their investments; and with
all their amiable qualities have been esteemed
sordid and iinprina-ely.
The Duke of Oilcans hy making a parade of

his audacity and vices mav have inspired the

Koyaliaits with a nickering bops that ho has
tho old Bourbon blood in his reina and will
make a dash for the throne. But whoever has
read modern French hist, ry aright knows that
the coup" d'etat that is proclaimed iii the mani¬
festoes of royalist, pretenders is never accom¬

plished. Tho nation may Im* davs|>oilod of its
liberties by sudden acts of violence like those
of the first and tho third NaiHiletm; but if
never fails to defend itself when it, receives
timely warning of conspiracy and dynastic
crime. Charles X in 182S, Louis Fhilippo
twenty years after, and the Duke of Broglio
on tho lGth May. attempted to deal violently
with tho Farliament and to override consti¬
tutional law. They failed to bring about a

Sd December becauso France was fore¬
warned. The manifesto of the Count of Faris
and tho escapades of his .icspegrsoe son arc

preposterous attempts Sguinst liepublican in¬
stitutions. Tho French people will bc at once
amused and warned by them.

n ISTURKA L I. Y INA CCCRA TE.

lt has so long been the custom to che< k any
reference to the late unpleasantness between
tho two sections of our common country in tho

presenoo of our Southern brethren with a

" Sh-h ! Yon will hurt somebody's feelings,"
that wo venture with some hesitation to .|iios-
tion tho historic accuracy of a statement con¬

cerning tho meaning of that unpleasantness
contained in a letter from the present (Iov¬
ernor of Virginia addressed to the managers
of the Jloine Rule demonstration at the Acad¬
emy of Music last Sunday evening, lt would
be bad firm to >ay that Governor McKinney
had been guilty of a perversion of history in
the statement referred to, but ira may af lea.st
say without great impropriety that eitket his
mema-ry is at fault or tha* SOUICCS of hi* in-
formatiiin are not entirely trustworthy. In ex¬

tending the SeamSIUIQS of hi* besrtMt sym¬
pathy with the cause of Home Utile for In¬
land, the Uovernor says tke question " is ab sit
what the South has oontettded f * in thi* coun¬

try far nearh a centuiy pa>t ; our question a»f
."-tate's Big-kta and Hate Sovereignty are most

nearly allied to it in every reepecta Wt of mrs
South showed our lovo of liberty by >pleadin|
in the forums until t" continue to plead una
useless and by battling when no other Itsoorce
wa.* left. Wo are firmly of the belief in tha*
divine origin of 'lu- inkersnt right of th<» people
to rule, and all who aie Struggling fur lloma*
Rulo have, and will always have. tha. deep
sympathy of myself and my countr.\ men.''
For some reason the portion of the letter

containing this statement concerning the origin
an<l purpa'sos of the late war mM ii"t read to

tho .audience in the Academy possibly be¬
cause it might have lx»en Misunderstood. In
his comparison of the principle of Home Utile
for Ireland with that of "State's Ugkts ami
Slate Sovereignty'' tho Qovsinof undoubtedly
intended a Atm eful compliment. But when he
9S89 it was "love of libcrt*." for which the
men of the South were "pleading in the
forums,'' and that they continued to plead for
it until it was useless, wken Ikey began
"battling" for it as the only resoUSDS bU lin in,

he is fjtute inexact. His memory must bo hit¬
ing if ho does not recall tho sircUUMtaUCS that
it, was love of slavery that inspired all then-
pleading in tho forums", that it wa* to extend
slavery and not, liberty that they fought four
years, and that their doctrine of State's Bights
and .^tato Sovereignty had not been touched
nor endangered when they began baining.
There were people in thc South who were ani¬
mated by a "love of liberty," bul Ikey showell
it by running away from that part of the coun¬

try, and what the gentlemen represented |,\-
(-taverner McKinney were pleading for was the
lib'-rty li follow and bring the;n back and
compel thom under stripes to wok for noth¬
ing. That also was tho essence "f the doctrine
of stato's Hight* and st.itr Sovereignty for
which they resorted to .battling; the nght of
somo States to compel tho citizens of other
States to return thc lovers of liberty to a con¬

dition of slavery.
lt must be, too, that when the (Iovernor

speaks of tho "inherent right of tho people to
rulo" as being of "divine origin" he means the
right, of some people faa rule other people and
even tai own them ah-tilutely.body and soul.
For tho main contention of tho South wa* al¬
ways that that " inherent right-' wa,* ofu divine
origin " We had supposed that Tht; results of
tho " battling" had brought about a cKange
Of view in this regard. But if (iovernor Mc¬
Kinney truly represents his people we have
been under a misapprehension. According to
him, tho South has tho same love of liberty
and the same kind of liberty it pleaded for so

long and finally battled for unsuccessfully. We
need then some new definitions. Governor
McKinney no doubt moans we|l, but his memory
seems to bo failing and his .statements Jack
accuracy.

MIBACLB WOBBIBB IN MONEY.
The people who imagine there is some necro¬

mancy about finance, that a particularly dis¬
tinguished and smart banker ian pay tho Na¬
tional debt, camel an adverse balance of 9g*V
000,000 a month on merchandise account, and
put Treasury and currency beyond the reach
of disturbances fur yeais to come, have been
indulging their faith in romances again. Their
latest story i* that the Preeident, wiih the aid
of sundry great bankers, has made arrange¬
ment* to settle all financial difficulties and
sweep away all financial dangers. These good
people seem of tho same famih with those who
calculated that thematic wand of Mr. McLeod.
the financial wonder-worker, was going to make
perpetual stream* of prosperity gush forth from
tho burdened and bankrupt Heading, and that
the thanmaturgic power of Mr. VillaH would
presently extract sunbeams from -cucumbers in
Northern Facilic.
The people who work miracles in finance live

in story, and not elsewhere. Actual tinsneo is
a matter of practical common sense. AVhen a
house as powerful a.* the Barings attempted to
disregard everyday laws of business m creating
a new world in South America a crash fol¬
lowed, lt is open to whoever chooses to be¬
lieve that some other great banking house is
just at this time eager to venture $50,000,000
or 9100,000,000 ui aome effort to repeal laws

of Nature SS respects the United States. But
the chances ar* that any bargain made for such
an avowed object will be found upin close

scrutiny slightly one-sided. The Administra¬
tion can borrow money if it can give satis-
fact ry bonds of thc United State*. N< thing is

easier. But nothing is moie difficult than to

tell whether tho money paid for such bonds
will really come from this or from other coun¬

tries. If foreign bankers undertake to furnish
it, they must simply lessen other investments
of their own or their customers, which mean*

selling of securities now held, and for securitic*
thus sold no one can tell in advance how much
American capital, or foreign capital now em¬

ployed here, may be withdrawn. As long a<

the exchange of BMreksndisa between this and
other countries is such that great sums must
somehow be paid every month by this country,
it will n<*t be easy for any banker or combina¬
tion of bankers to prevent a virtual |*aymeiit
of goods for tho (jovernment bonds wo may
sea* fit lo sell.

This is in part, because the abundance of

paper currency iu circulation here, and the al¬
most complete disuse of g.ld, have something
lo do with tho relation between prices iu this
and other countries. Money has been so plenty
hero that powerful combinations have held np
prices of many important OOHHttodftisS, loading
up great quantities of them, SO that markets
aro continually menaced by these accumula¬
tion*. Higher prices hero helped strongly f>

restrict, exports of American products, and
he|pi*d af the same tune to make thi* the most
attractive market ni the world for foreigners
uko have go uls upon which they must realize.
In this way, in largo part. it. comes to pass that
imports for the first quarter of this year have
probably exceeded exports about, ggf.OOO.OgO,
while last year exports dining the *;iinc quar¬
ter oxcoeded imports by 954,000,000. Out¬
going gold, and comparative stringency of
money here, aro siinpl,\ the natural remedies
for a state of things which leads our people tai

buy more than they sell. But if sonic thilluna-
turgic banker eOUM make everything ro«y
again, «o that money would bo plenty and
cheap, and the future would bo reckoned se¬

cure beyond peradventure, the natural tendency
would bo to stimulate speculation, to help those
who are lighting for higher prices, to retard ex¬

ports of our own products still more, and to in¬
vite still more urgently the goods winch other
countriiv* Imve to sell, and thus by inevitable
consequence to increase tho adverse balance to
bo paid.
